I  have  pleasure  in  present  inf;  m;r  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  the  iovni  for  the  3'-ear  1944. 

This  repcrt  haJ^been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  contained  in  Circular  49/i5  of  the  Ministry  of 
H'-alth  dated  19th  March,  1945,  and  on  the  lines  indicated  in 
Jirculmv  10  -4  dated  15th  February,  1944. 


The  vital  statistics  show  a  Death  Rate  of  11.76  and  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  46,19,  almost  identical  with  the 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  which  v/ere  respectively  11,6  and 
4C. 

The  Birth  R':te  was  high  at  19.30,  cf.  17.6  for  England 
and  W-ri.l.’HS  and  £i0.r>  for'  the  Urban  D''stricts  of  Cuiiberland. 


T^e  population  of  the  Urban  A'^ea  is  estimated  by  the 
Reo-istrar-General  to  be  9,947,  this  is  a  reduction  which  can 
be  accounted  for  by  the  return  of  persons  evacuated  from  New¬ 
castle-upon-Tyne  and  from  the  London  area;  the  figures  do 
not  include  Service  Personnel  which  would  probably  bring  the 
population  nearer  to  11,000. 


Sonne  Dysentery  was  epidemic  mainly  in  the  months  of 
Mr>v  and  S~-ptember,  and  in  this  connection  although  a  certain 
milk  supply  was  suspected  as  the  main  source  of  Infection  in 
the  M:;y  epidemic,  it  was  not  possible  to  prove  this  thesis; 
the  Seutember  epidemic  occurred  in  a  closed  comriiunity,  viz: 
an  evacuated  residential  nursery  from  the  London  County Coxm- 
cil,  and  the  infection  had  been  imported  direct  from  London. 


The  number  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  producers  in  the 
urban  area  has  increased  to  five,  and  the  good  results  of 
milk  sampling  demonstrate  the  value  of  this  particular  grade 
of  milk.  In  this  connection  there  was  only  one  death  from 
tuberculosis  in  194<4-,  giving  a  T.B.  ^’’•eath  rate  of  0.10  cer 
1,000  of  the  population. 

Tbe  housing  problem  is  beconing  acute  in  P  nrith  and 
the  C  ouncil  have  caken  a  good  step  forwaj:d  by  acquiring  an 
excellent  site  in  a  commanding  part  of  tlio  district  for  the 
purpose  of  'ouilding  botli  temporary  and  permanent  houses. 
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Splice  the  termination  of  the  year  1944  the  Council  have 
commenced  a  special  survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  up  to  the  time 
of  writing  this  report, 

publication  of  this  report  has  been  delayed  by  the 
fact  that  the  R^.ristrar-G-.'neral’ figures  for  Vital  Statis¬ 
tics  were  only  received  on  the  11th  July  1945, 

The  v\/ater  suppljr  to  the  town  was  ve'cy  satisfactory  both 
as  regards  sufficiency  and  purity,  and  notes  on  the  water 
supply  are  to  be  found  in  M'-,  J.  V/.  Bi’-tler’s  section  of  this 
report ,

BACILLARY  DYSSIfTBRY  (SOinx.3) . 

Seventy  cases  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  month  of 
May  when  an  epidemic  v;as  widespread  throughout  ^ the  town,  and 
it  was  ascertained  that  49  of  these  cases  obtained  milk  from 
the  same  retailer  but  the  Patho.iogist  at  Carlisle  was  unable 
to  demonstrate  the  presence  of  ./his  organism  in  milk  sanples 
which  were  submitted  for  exam.inr --.ion. 
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Six  of  the  cases  notified  (1  nurse)  viexe  at  the  Isolation 
Hose  ital  ..where  a  localised  spread  occurred  in  the  scarlet  fever, 
wards.  This  snread  v^as  attributed  to  a  healthy  carrier,  a 
child  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  and  whose  stools  vere  posi^ 
tive  for  sonne  dysentery. 

During  the  month  of  September  2<L  cases  (2  staff  nurses 
apd  22  pre-school  age  children)  of  sonne  dysentery  v/ere  notified 
at  Sandath  House,  Penrith,  which  had  been  taken  over  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  accommodate  an  evacuated  residential- 
nursery  from  the  London .County  Council  area.  The  source  of  , 
this  infection  was  caused  by  unrecognised'  cases  of  sonne  dysen¬ 
tery  amongst  the  small  children  from- London,  a.nd  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  not  one  single  child  escaped  infection. 

It., must  be  remembered  that  carriers  are  intermittent  ex- 
cpstors  of  Infectious  organisms,  .and  in  this  connection  the 
importance  of  food -handlers  and  the  hygienic  handling  of--foo4- 
stuffs  is  recalled. ■ 

Everyone  concerned  in  food  production  must •observe  cleanly 
habits,  and  particularly  the  washing  of  hands  after  visiting 
a  toilet.

Fifteen  deaths  were  caused  by  malignant  disease,  giving 
a  death  rate  of  1.50  per  1,000  of  the  population;  in  1943 
there  were  17  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.57  per  1,000.

TUBERCULOSIS 


•No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  Tuberculosis 
among  persons  employed  in  the  I’ilk  Trade  or  under  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act. 1936,  relating  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  Hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  31st  Decem¬ 
ber  1944,  is  62,  which  compares  with  51  at  the  corresponding 
period  in  1943.  Although  the  number  of  cases  in  the  Register 
has  increased  this  year,  there  was  only  one  death,  a  Newcastle 
Royal  Grammar  School  boy  who  died  at  Carlisle  fr<»m  acute 
miliary  tuberculosis.  Six  of  the  fifteen  new  cases  during  the 
year  were  ex-servicemen;  three  new  cases  ware  evacuees;  and 
•ne  case  was  transferred  from  Westmorland,  There  was  thus  no 
appreciable  increase  in  this  disease  contracted  within  the  area.

SEliTAGB . 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  drained  by  a  system  of  sewers, 
the  main  outfall  discharging  into  the  sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Whinfell,  Zh  miles  out  of  towi..  "  ^  Cn  entering  the  works  the 
effluent  passes  through  detritus  tanks  which  are  in  duplicate 
and  each  10  feet  by  6  feet  by  6  feet  in  depth,  then  through  a 
dividing  chamber  into  four  settling  tanks  of  the  circular  flat- 
bottomed,  brick  lined  type,  of  a  total  capacity  of  208,000 
gallons. 

The  effluent  after  treatment  in  the  settling  tanks  is 
passed  to  four  revolving  distributors,  by  cast  iron  pipes,  the 
distributors  discharge  over  media  of  granite,  each  filter 
having  a  diameter  of  80  feet  and  an  average  depth  of  6  feet . 
After  passing  through  the  filtering  media  the  effluent  enters 
humus  tanks  constructed  in  duplicate;  these  are  rectangular 
sloping  floor  tanks  v/ith  scum  boards  at  each  end.  The 
resultant  effluent  then  discharges  direct  into  the  River  Eemont.
